___Monpay, Nov, 
GERMANY'S TRADE 
POSITION 

There are so many conflicting: 
reports in circulation regarding 
the Industrial situation in Ger- 
many that. it is interesting to 
turn to fnets and figures dis- 
closed in the review of German 
economic development during the 
first half of the current year, 
recently published by the Reichn- 
Kredit-Gesellschaft. This shows 
that not only has there been a 
marked expansion in’ internal 
trade, but a decided decrease in 
unemployment, Measures taken 
for the creation of work, intro- 
duced last autumn, have led to a 
continuous rise in the Ievel of 
employment, instend of a season- 
dal shrinkage. The improvement 
under this heading continued at 
such an inorensed rate in the 
spring of this year that there was 
a& reabsorption of some four 
million workers between January 
and the end of May. This 
development, coupled with” the 
fact that wage costs have re- 
mained unchanged, has resulted 
lin a relative deerease in the 
burden of overhead costs. A de- 
tailed examination of the indices 
of production, however, shows 
that the increased activity has 
been largely due to expansion in 
the capital goods industries, re- 
sulting from a public investment 
policy, which took the form of 
officin) subsidies and interest 
allowances granted in connection 
with building operations; in 
addition to which there have 
been large outlays for public 
works, such 2s road construction 
and other undertakings. .Coming 
to Germany's foreign trade, it is 
seen that whilst imports show 
an incrense, exports have fallen 
away, with the result that the 
‘favourable balance of 317’ million 
marks for the period January to 
July, 1933, has been replaced by 


an‘adverse balance of 268 million |, 


marks in the same months of this

NOTES oF tHe DAY 


BIRMINCHAM’S _CENTENARY 


Three great citles of the British |: 


Empire, Toronto in Canada, Mel- 
bourne in Australia, and Birming- 
ham in England, aro this year 
celebrating centenarles, Tho- On- 
tario city harks back to 1834, when 
the littie town of York, with a 
population. of 10,000 souls, . was 
erected ‘into’ the city of Toronto. 
Melbourne dates -its beginning to 
tho hut built one hundred years 
ago on the banks of the Yarra 
Yarrn River by John Batman. 
Birmingham celebrated on October 
4 the opening of its Town Hall, 
the benttiful classical edifice that 
has been the rallying contre of the 
city’s life during ‘the past one 
hundred years. A. century go 
Birmingham was but “an Immenre 
overgrown villnge”—to quote the 
present Lord Mayor, Alderman 
Ii. E. Goodby—was. not yet in. 
corporated, had no Town Council 
tntil 1838 and was ‘admintatered 
by a self-clected body of Strect 
Commissioners. So strong war 
the public spirit, however, that the 
magnificent Town Hall was built, 
and the people came into posses- 
sion for the first time of a building 
fitted to be the centre for civic 
unity and,an impressive witness 
to civic ideals. It was an cpochal 
demonstration of a public-spirited- 
ness on the part of the citizens 
that brought their city rapidly to 
the front. By 1861 the powers 
previously held by eight separate 
bodies were centralized In the 
‘Town Council. In 1889 the town 
was raiseu to the rank‘of a city. 
Continual expansion ag an indus- 
trinl centre brought the population 
up from a little more than 180,000 
souls in 1841, to well over a million 
in 1934, giving if. second place in 
the Kingdom.

BEST GOVERNED CITY 


Birmingham has been credited 
with being the best governed city 
in the world. This high reputa- 
tion, according to a writer In the 
London Times, Is due to “a prin- 
ciple and tradition of civic service 
——the ideal and, the role that the 
more the city does for the citizen 
the more the citizen ought to do 
for the city.” This public-spirited- 
news, inherent ns it waa in the 
people, was developed by fine 
leadership. Foremost in this res- 
pect stands Joseph Chamberlain, 
who went to Birmingham. Ts a 
young man of 18, and- retired 
twenty years Inter Lo devote him- 
self to civic and political affatra 
until hia death in 1914, He stands 
out as Birmingham's great citizen, 
So completely did he give himself 
to his city and the city respond, 
to his' spirit of service that in an 
unparalicled way the name of 
cltizen and city are inseparably 
joined as "Ghamberlain of Bir- 
mingham.” During his mayoralty 
from 1870-1873 Chambertain, be- 
sides mating- many administrative 
improvements, carried out three 
great designs. In taking over the 
supplyIng of gas he established a 
gas ‘department which Is thé 
largest gas undertaking fn the 
world 3irminghom’s water-pipe 
service in 1870 operated only three 
times a week, Ralf the population 
depended for its drinking water on 
surfnce-wells—often tainted by 
sewage—and from perambulating) 
carts.

FINE VOLUME OF SOUND 


‘Yo anyone who has yone year 
after year to the productlonsa of 
the Philharmonic Society the dit. 
ference Ino the volume af sound 
produced by the chorus’ must: have 
been very apparent. ‘True, the 
acourtic properties of the China 
Fleet Club Theatre ave better thay 
those of either the King’s or the 
Queen's, and the auditorium js Car 
amaller, but that is by ne means 
the whole atery. Ao yrent many 
people can sing well when they 
are one of a‘erowd but are smitten 
with shyness and uncertainty 
when theg feel that their voices 
may be distinguished, The very 
close quarters in which the chorus

pears to be absolutely effortless, 
Mrs. Bowes Smith is exceedingly 
lucky to have been given no throat 
which seems to pour out song as 
easily as does a bird's, Her voice 
is easy and passionless, a little in- 
hitman perhaps, but because It de- 
-mands so Httle of our emotions it 
is completely satisfying to the car, 
The two leading men, Messrs.

Now Wireless 
‘School ’ 


The Editor, . 
Hongkong Telegingh . 


Sir—In connection with “the 
proposed new Government Wireless 
School, and the’ #ugwestion that 
Britons .might find ' openings for 
themselves as wireless operators In 
the Colony, in view of the fact that 
British wireless operators in search 
of work might come to Hongkong 
on chance, I think the position 
might be clarified. 

There ia at present a shortage of 
Chinese wireloaa operators in the 
Colony, due in a great -degree to 
the fact that large numbers of the 
men, wha Have received their, train- 
ing in the old private wireless 
nchoola have gone to Canton and 
Shanghai, preferring to work for 
the Chinese Government and at 
various jobs ashore to going to sea, 
There hus not been. for some time 
nny further supply of operators, a3 
there have been no facilittes for 
training them since Messrs, But- 
terficld and Swire became tired of 
training wireless operators for the 
remainder of tHe shipping com- 
panies in the Colony free, an 
closed down their school at Talkoo 

The result has been that some 
shipping’ cempanien have been 
forecd to employ men who were 
definitely Incompetent an they could 
not get any better to repince them, 

Private companies felt it was the 
dut} of the Government to create 
a supply for the demand occasioned 
by the Inws of the Celony, and it 
ia doubtiesa na a result of pressure 
brought to bear in the right direc- 
tion that the Government is going 
to start up a achool. 

The Madrid Convention reauiter 
certificates of a certain standard 
from operators working on various 
types of ships and in various: arena, 
Fer some time, local wireless 
operntors have been examined up to 
a comparatively low standard and 
on passing have been granted 4 
certificate known as the “Special 
“A™, which enables an operator to 
nerve as sole operator on the wtsaual 
China conster roughly from Viidi- 
vostock to Singapore, including the 
Philippines and Dutch East Indtes, 

According to the Madrid Conven- 
tion, no such certificate as the 
“Special “A” can be recognised, and 
{echnieally holders of “Special “A” 
certificates should sit: for a full 
British Poatmaster-Gencral’s Cer- 
tificnte, 2nd Class, an examination 
which if carried out’ fully no 
Chinese operator of ‘the average 
class could hope to pass without at 
least’ eighteen months’ intensive 
training. 

‘Certain minor officials of the 
Government Radio | Department 
have been all for this innovation 
ever since the Madrid Convention, 
ignoring entirely the special re. 
quirements of the ¢nse and ~ the 
needs of the shipowners, Their 
view has been that if Chinese opera- 
tora could not pass the examination 
then . shipowners . 
British operators on the * usual 
colonial home leave contract terms, 
na rninous proposition as things are 
at present, quite apart from the 
fact that the wireless operator of 
n China coaster does very little for 
his living and that a Eyropean is 
quite wasted in such a Job, 

Fortunately these small fry were 
overruled by the business interests 
concerned, and their personal cap- 
viees were subjected to higher and 
more knowledgable opinion, with 
the result that, instead of all 
holders of “Special “A” certificates 
being.‘ hauled ashore and put 
through an exanination they could 
not possibly pass—a__ proceeding 
certain officials considered ‘most 
necessary—a printed endorsement 
was issued, which, when pasted in- 
side the “Specind “A" certificate, 
legalises that certificate in the same 
aren and roughly under the seme 
conditions ax before. ua 

Consequently, there ix.no reason 
to believe that applicants for trnin- 
ing and new certificates will be re- 
quired to piss can examination 
which, while possibly -more exten- 
sive and dificult than that for the 
old “Special “A”, will be at all 
prohibitive to the average youth 
who has entered for and passed the 
old examination. If the examina- 
tions were left entirely in the hands 
of certain minor officials in direct 
contact with the seagoing wireless 
departments of shipping | firms, 
there is no doubt In the minds of 
knowledgable, people that the exam- 
inations would be.mnde quite un- 
necessarily: difficult in order that 
the personal views of these officials 
might be justified, and it is'to be 
hoped that the new school will be 
under the, contro! of more senior 
officials who know what is required 
and how todoit, . ; 

-The new school, {f properly con- 
ducted, fvill bo of very grent assis- 
tance to shipping companies, for it 
should’ provide a certain surplus 
of ‘operators over ‘the direct de- 
mand, thereby onabling the com- 
panies concerned to pick and choose, 
and to replace incompetent opera- 
tors, which they are at present 
foreed to omploy for want of others, 
with men.who are kecn and more or 
Jess efficient within thelr*Iimits.

To confess to having been bored 
more than once at previous per- 
formances of - the Philharmonic 
Socicty docs not‘imply any want 
of appreciation, of the very hard 
work that -has been put In by 
aingors and producéra, but when it 
is; added that .“Merrio England” 
seomed too short, and that it was 
with real surpriso- that I saw that 
my watch pointed to half past 
eleven when “The King” was play- 
cd, It does suggest that the Socicty 
were very wise to confine them- 
selves on thtn occnafon to the 
concert version. <A series of con- 
certs on these lines will probably 
atrengthen-the confidence of both 
chorus and Jeads, and we .may be 
certain that when the Society puta 
on ita next opern the performance 
will hold together better than: It 
has done recently. , 

If the lennon learnt by the maaa- 
ing of the chorus is remembered,

concert work there is not much 
embaraasment In lifting your voice 
fone. But if you are one of the 
many who can put up quite a 
‘ereditnble performance  Jeaning 
against the piano, you feel the lack 
of. moral support when you find 
yourself well forward on the stage, 
with the principals politely stand- 
ing aside ax you clear your throat, 
Your volce is apt to fait you and 
sound, even to your own cara, thin 
and weak.

encored, then you stand up, happy

THE-PRINCIPALS —

GERMANY'’S TRADE 

POSITION 

There are so many conflicting 
reports in circulation regarding 
the Industrial situation in Ger- 
many that it is interesting . to 
turn to facts and figures dis- 
closed in the review of German 
economic development durjng the 
first half of the current year, 
recently published by the Reichs- 
Kredit-Gesellschnft. This shoiws 
that not only has there been a 
marked expansion in intefnal 
trade, but a decided decrease in 
Measures taken 
for the.creation of work, intro- 
duced last autumn, have led to a 
continuous tise in the level of 
employment, instead of a season- 
al shrinkage. .. The improvement 
under this heading continued at 
such an_ increased rate in. the 
spring of this year that there was 
a reabsorption of some four 
million workers between January 
and the end of May. This 
development, . coupled with the 
fnct that wage costs have re-| 
mained unchanged, has resulted 
in a relative decrense in the 
burden of overhead costs. A de- 
tailed examination of the indices 
of ‘production, however, shows 
that the increased activity has 
been largely duc to expansion in 
the capital goods industries, re- 
sulting from a public investment 
policy, which took the form of 
official subsidies and interest 
allowances granted in connection 
“ith building operations; in 
addition ..to which there have 
been Iarge. outlays for public’ 
works, such as road construction 
and other undertakings. Coming 
to Germany's foreign trade, it is 
seen that whilst imports show 
an increase, exports have fallen 
away, with the result that the 
favourable balance of 317 million

‘BIRMINGHAM'S CENTENARY. 


Throo great cities of tho British 
Empire, Toronto In Canadu, Mol- 
bourne In Australia, and Birming- 
ham in England, aro this year 
colobrating centanaries. “Tho On- 
tarlo city harks back to 1834, when 
the ttle town of York, ‘with a 
Population of 10,000 souls, was 
erected jhto the city of Toronto. 
Melbourne dates its beginning to 
the hut bullt one hundred yeirs 
ago-on.the banks of the Yarra 
‘Yarra River by “John Batman. 
Birmingham celebrated on October 
4 the opening of its Town Hall, 
tho beautiful classical edifice that 
has been the rallying centre of the 
city’s Hfe during tho past © ono 
hundred years, A century ngo 
Birmingham was but “an immense 
overgrown village”’—to quote the 
present Lord Mayor, , Alderman 
H. £.-Goodby—wns nof yot. in- 
corpotated, had no Town Council 
until 1838 and was administered 
by a self-clected body ‘of Street 
Commissioners. So strong -was 
the public spirit, however, that the 
magnificent Town’ Hall was built, 
and the people éame into posses- 
sion for the first time of a building 
fitted to bo the contre for civic 
unity and an impressiyo witness 
to elvle ideals. It was an epochal 
demonstration of a public-spirited- 
ness on the part of the citizens 
that brought their city rapldly to 
the front. By 4851 the powera 
previously held by eight acparate 
bodies were centralized in the 
Town Council. In 1889 the town 
wap rafscu to the rank of a city. 
Continual expansion as an indus- 
trial centre brought the population 
up from a little more than 180,000 
souls in 1841, to well over a million 
in 1934, giving it aecond place in 
the Kingdom.

Birmingham has been credited 
with being the best governed city 
in the world, _This high reputa- 
tion, according tu a.writer in the 
London Tintes, is duv to "a prin- 
ciple and tradition of civic service

The Madrid Convention requires 
certificates of a certain standard 
from operators working.on various 
types of ships and in various arenas.

“A”, which enables an operntor to 
serve as sole operator on the ustal 
Chinn conster roughly from Vladi- 
yostock to Singapore, including the 
Philippines and Dutch Enst Indies. 


According to the Madrid Conven- 
tion, no such certificate om the 
“Speciul “A” can be recognised, and 
techriically holders of “Special “A” 
certificates should sit for a full 
British Postmaster-Genernl’s Cer- 
tificate, 2nd Class, an examination 
which if carried out fully -no 
Chinese operator of the average 
class could hope to pass without at 
least .cighteen months’ intensive 
training.
